THE KNOW-IT-ALL— this driver is good, In his 
own estimation. He knows just what the other, driver 
Is going to do, just how fast he can stop, just how 
much room he needs to cut in on another car."* But 
the only way .this over-confident jerk escapes dis- 
illusionment is that the really good driversgive htm a 
wide berth. 

THE SWASHBUCKLER— this fellow thinks he 
expresses his masculinity or something by living dan- 
gerously behind the wheel. He believes that he who 
hesitates is lost, and, that his' luck will hold forever. 

THE SOREHEAD— this fellow is just plain hostile, 
He drives with a chip on his shoulder and is ready to 
lock fenders for any real or imagined wrong. He's 
sore at everyone, and very brave while surrounded by 
a steel automobile with the windows rolled up. 

THE SHOW-OFF— this Is the exhibitionist. He's 
graduated from no hands on a bike to no sense at the 
wheel. He just wants people to admire his flashy 
performance, but most other drivers are too busy 
getting out of his way. 

Take a good, long look at yourself in one of these 
■mirrors, .See anything? 

A heel at the wheel gets by because the good 
drivers give him the margin of safety he fails to give 
himself. But the heavy Fourth of July traffic will 
reduce that margin. Watch it!

Warping the Intent of Congress 
Public power zealots in key positions misinter- 
preted the intent of Congress, as expressed in the 
Flood Control Act of 1944, in order to foster govern- 
ment development at the expense of private enter- 



prise. 



That, in effect, is the opinion of a recognized au- 



thority—A. J. G. Priest, Professor of Law at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

The Act In question contains the much debated 
clause providing that preference in the sale of federal 
power Is to be given to public bodies and cooperatives. 
But It also says that the power shall be disposed of 
"In such manner as to encourage the most wide- 
spread use thereof at the lowest possible rates to con- 
sumers consistent with sound business principles." 
It further states that power is to be made available on 
fair terms not only to public bodies, but to privately 
owned companies. 

Apparently the Influential public-power .group 
seized, happily onto the preference clause to the' ex- 
clusion of other stipulations, • Mr. Priest cites a 1945 
order by th*e then, Secretary of the Interior which can 
be construed as saying: "Do everything you can to 
convert Investor-owned, tax- paying utility property 
into Government-owned, tax-eating utility property." 
That was plainly the policy for many years. 

The proper step now is to get rid of the preference 
clause and all other unfair "class" clauses and statutes. 
As the Nellgh, Nebraska, Leader, said succinctly: "No 
U. S. citizen should be discriminated against in the 
sale of federal hydro powor." 

Th* Key Word 

A- business leader said this the other day: "We 
need more frank and basic discussion in defense of 
private capitalism— not In terms of bath-tubs and 
washing machines, but In terms of sound fundamen- 
tals." If that can be achieved on a big enough scale, 
he continued, civic meetings and social gatherings "no 
longer would be ready-made platforms for the pro- 
mulgation of .ideas - and theories alien to human 
liberty." 

The material fruits of the capitalistic system— the 
bathtubs and washing machines and everything else- 
are enormously important. They mean that our living 
standards are the envy of the world. But those fruits 
are the result of something still more important, 
which can be described in the single word freedom. 
The implications of that word need discussion and 
understanding. 

So This Is Slavery! 

The very substantial increases in wages that have 
taken place in the postwar era are not the limit o( 
labor's gains. 

Preliminary reports from a Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States survey indicate that fringe 
benefit costs — employer payments for social security, 
pensions, vacations and other purposes— amounted to 
S735 per employe in 1953. The figure is $35 higher 
than that obtained in a similar survey, covering the 
identical firms, made two years ago.

We Invite Back-Door 
Burglars, Says Survey 

MILWAUKEE — The natural 
route of burglars— the back door 
— is the least protected part ol 
suburban and rural households, 
according to a recent check of 
sheriff's burglary reports by a 
lock company. 

The survey disclosed that while 
elaborate lock systems usually 
barricade the front entrance, 
skeleton- key door locks are usually 
found on rear doors, 

The rural burglary rate jumped 
10 per cent nationally last year. 
Northern Illinois sheriffs hold the 
increase of traffic in suburban 
areas largely responsible for the 
steady rise In rural burglaries. 



Frozen Dessert, 
Low in Calorjes, 
Is Ice Creamish 



URBAN A, Illinois— More than 
two million Americans who will 
not or cannot. eat Ice cream will 
soon be able to buy a close sub- 
stitute. Called frozen dessert, the 
substitute has been developed by 
University of Illinois dairy tech. 
nologJsts. 

Frozen dessert Is low In fat and 
low in calorics, It has only about 
a third of the fat and little more 
than half the calories of ice 
cream.' 

Probably most non- ice -cream 
eaters shy away because of fear 
of gaining weight. But there are 
a million known persons, and per- 
haps another million unknown, 
who can't eat Ice cream because 
they suffer from diabetes and 
must be careful of their carbo- 
hydrate intake. In 10-10 diabetes 
ranked ninth as a cause ot death 
In the United States. 

Researchers at Illinois have de- 
veloped a product that looks and 
tastes like lee cream but that is 
completely different In its effect 
on the body. Both diabetics and 
dietetics can eat it without worry 
ot putting on weight or eating too 
much sugar. This Is the first low- 
calorie Ice cream substitute that 
fits Into the diet of both groups. 

Frozen dessert was made pos- 
sible through the discovery of a 
sugar substitute known as su- 
caryl, which is 30 times sweeter 
than ordinary sugar. The new 
sweetener was discovered purely 
by accident. A chemist at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois laid . a cig- 
arette on a plastic table 'top and 
afterwards noticed that the 
burned portion tasted sweet.
